months, or $10 a year. 
Such a per­ 
mit will allow the placing of twenty 
chairs in a saloon for diners. 
According to Alt, those who serve 
buffet lunches, or, as A lt terms them, 
“ five finger and grab” lunches, are 
not exempt from the restaurant fee 
requirements. 
Any saloon in which 
sandwiches, or even 
pretzels 
and

City Register Martin R. H. W itte r 
has laid in a special supply of 2,500 
fourth-class restaurant licenses. This 
action was at th© instance of Alt, 
who predicts a rush for them.

St. Louis, Mo., July 25.—William 
ll. Gray, of Houston, Texas, the at­ 


torney whose book, “The Rule of Rea­ 
son,” charged the Standard Oil com­ 
pany with violation of the dissolution 
decree and made him a prominent 
figure in subsequent prosecutions of 
the trust, was in St. Louis yesterday. 
He was asked how in bis opinion 
the federal government* com I effec­ 
tively dissolve the oil trust, break 
the oil monopoly and restore com­ 
petitive conditions 
in 
that 
trade 
throughout the United States. 
“So long as the federal govern­ 
ment permits common ownership of 
the several companies composing the 
Standard Oil group it will not be able 
to force them to compete with each 
other,” Gray said. 
“Three steps should lie taken. The 
government should 
bring 
Standard 
Oil’s leaders into the federal court 
here in St. Louis and punish them for 
contempt of the dissolution decree by 
sending them to prison and appoint­ 
ing receivers for 
their 
properties. 
That is the only step which will ever 
make them understand that they are 
not above the law’. 
“The government should bring new 
suits against the Oil Trust for new 
violations of the Sherman act, com­ 
mitted in 
Pennsylvania, California, 
Texas and other states since the dis­ 
solution decree was entered. 
“The government should end com­ 
mon ownership of the 
Oil 
Trust’s 
companies by allotting ownership of 
one company to one group of the 
Standard 
stockholders, 
another 
to 
another group, and so on, until no 
stockholder had a dollar’s worth of 
interest in more than one of the 
companies. 
These men should then 
bo restrained from acquiring owner­ 
ship in any competing company. 
“If this were done, the Standard 
Oil Company of New’ 
York 
would 
want a part of the profitable trade of 
the Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey and would go over into New 
Jersey after it—which it never yet 
has done. 
The Standard Oil Com­ 
pany of Indiana would • want a. part 
of tin* profitable trade of the Stand­ 
ard’s Oklahoma 
and 
Texas 
subsi­ 
diaries, and would go after it. 
And 
so on down the line. 
There would 
be 
real 
competition between com­ 
panies, 
none 
of 
which would be 
strong enough to overawe and domi­ 
nate all the others, as the Standard 
Oil group of companies, all of them 
controlled from 26 Broadway, does to­ 
day in defiance of the United States 
government. 
" Pricey to consumers 
would 
go 
down; the trade would become a safe 
one for honest business men to en­ 
ter; the reign 
of 
trust 
terrorism 
would end. 
A new field of opportu­ 
nity for enterprising men with mod­ 
erate capital would be opened and 
tile dragon within that field would be 
slain. 
“The government’s prosecution of 
the Oil Trust has broken down; has 
resulted in a fiasco. 
But I do not 
believe President Wilson will be con­ 
tent to leave it rest there. ' I believe 
that just as quickly as he has put 
through the tariff and currency bills 
ho will take up a vigorous enforce­ 
ment of the Sherman 
act 
against 
those trusts which have been nomi­ 
nally dissolved, but which are actu­ 
ally as strong and merciless as they 
ever were. 
“Indeed, 
this 
action 
may 
come 
earlier than I anticipate. 
The de­ 
partment of justice is conducting an 
investigation now’, and it may prove

Displeased With Settlement. 


Houston, Texas, July 25.—The in­ 
dependent oil companies are not sat­

Oil trust’s Texas subsidiary, on terms 
so favorable to the trust. 
They say

D u r i n g the Month of May Were 5,658 
Births and 3,199 Deaths. 


Jefferson City, Mo., July 21.—Sta­ 
tistics compiled for the 
month 
of 
May, 1913, by IT. A. McBride, of the 
bureau of vital statistics of The state 
board of health, show that there were 
a total of 5.658 births and 3.199 deaths 
reported during that month. 
St. Louis r e p o r t e d a total of 1,072 
births and 901 deaths for the month, 
and Kansas City 381 births and 382 
deaths. 
Out of ninety-seven deaths in St. 
Louis county forty-one were caused 
from tuberculosis, the 
largest 
per 
cent of any county in the state from 
this discase. 
In the state, tubercu 
losis resulted in 429 deaths, or 13.3 
per cent of the total deaths. 
There w'as a decrease of deaths of 
125 compared with the reports for 
May, 1912. 
There was also decrease 
in the number of births as compared 
with May, 1912, the stork failing by 
eighteen of visiting as many homes 
in May, 1913.

Riches of W ealth, Riches of Honor, 
Riches of Education, Do These 
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Asheville, N. C.,

Students’ Associa­ 
tion is being held 
here,

dents of all ages 
attending and giv­ 


ing every evidence of growth in grace 
and knowledge of the Scriptures. The 
program calls 
for 
four 
discouises 
daily for eight days. 
Amongst the 
speakers are some noted Bible stu­ 
dents. 
Pastor Russell was one of 
the speakers of today. 
W e report 
his address, from the text, ‘Woe un­ 
to you that are rich! for ye have re­ 
ceived 
your 
consolation. * * * And 
He lifted up His eyes on His disci­ 
ples, and said. Blessed be ye poor; 
for yours is the Kingdom of God. 
Luke 6:24, 20. 
Think not, my dear hrethren, said 
the pastor, that my address is intend­ 
ed to stir up class animosity. 
The 
tribulations and disappointments of 
life come, not through heeding the 
Divine Message, but through neglect­ 
ing it. 
Although not rich myself, I 
can sympathize with the rich in their 
position, as wfell as with the poor in 
theirs. 
God, Himself very rich, is 
able to sympathize 
with 
both 
the 
poor and the rich; so is the Savior, 
who, being rich, for our sakes became 
poor, that we through His poverty 
might become rich in the truest sense 
of that word. 


Some of God’s faithful servants in 
the past were very rich—Abraham, 
for instance. 
Nevertheless, the Lord 
forewarned us that not many rich, 
great, learned, or mighty would re­ 
ceive the highest blessing promised 
during this Age. 
On the contrary, 
recipients of the greatest favor will 
be chiefly the poor of this world, rich 
in faith. 
These will be heirs of the 
Kingdom. 


The Master evidently intended to 
include riches of every kind—learn­ 
ing, influence, honor of men, etc., as 
well as financial wealth. 
This view 
broadens the text to signify that all 
who now' possess great privileges and 
blessings above the average of man­ 
kind 
will, 
by 
these blessings, be 
more or less hindered from obtaining 
the best things of God’s favor, and 
more or less subject to woes. 


W e are not to take the view s of the 
darker days, and to suppose that the 
Master meant that the rich a* death 
would be thrown into everlasting tor- 
ture. 
The woes of the Bible, on the 
contrary, apply to the present life. 
The rich. the influential, tho learned, 
the great, addressed by the Master in 
the words of our text were .’Wing in 
the close of the Jewish age, but re­ 
alized it not. 
And we might have no 
occasion whatever to apply our text 
today, but might consider it as al­ 
ready fulfilled in the past, except for 
the fact that the Jewish nation and 
its experiences at that time typified 
the Gospel Church and the expert 
onces of Cristendom in our day. 


W rath to the 
Uttermost 
Upon the 
Jew s. 


St. Paul, referring to the same woes 
which Jesus predicted, but living near 
the close of the Jew ish age, when the 
woes 
were 
being 
poured out, de­ 
clared, W rath has come upon this 
people 
to 
the 
uttermost 
that a1 
things written in the Law’ and the 
Prophets concerning them should be 
fulfilled 
(I Thessalonians 2:16.) 
lf 
all the woes purposed of God upon 
the Israelites in the conclusion of 
their Age were fulfilled, as SI. Paul 
declares, then none of ihose woes 
belong to the future. 


That woes and tribulations are as­ 
sociated with the present life for both 
the rich and the poor is undebatable. 
All acknowledge these woes. 
But the 
most terrible forebodings are asso­ 
ciated with imaginary woes of the 
future lite^-quite contrary 
to 
the 
jJeripttfAHheal&tfiM- 
lf 
we 
must 
speak of tribulations in the present 
life, in order to be faithful to our 
commission, we are glad to be able 
to set aside and nullify the nightmare 
of the Dark Ages respecting eternal 
torment for any. 
The Jews, whom Jesus addressed, 
He declared, “ knew not the time of 
their visitation.” 
They realized not 
that they were living in the end of 
their Age, and that a great settle-

in the end of this Gospel Age— an­ 
other great settlement day in the Di­ 
vine arrangement. 
The intellectual­ 
ly. politically, socially and financially 
rich at that time, addressed by our 
Lord, were very self-satisfied, very 
prosperous, and looked for the Mes­ 
sianic Kingdom in an opposite direc­ 
tion from that which Jesus taught. 
So today, the intellectual 
and 
the 
rich in various ways are satisfied as 
never before, and 
merely 
wishing 
that nothing might disturb their won­ 
derful progress for the future, and 
these are looking for their blessings 
and prosperity in a direction the re­ 
verse of that indicated by the Word 
of God.

Jesus prophetically foreknew and ! 
foretold the crisis of the Jewish na­ 
tion. 
His Message gathered out of 
that nation the “ Israelites indeed, in 
whom was no guile.” 
Then the na­ 
tion was given over to itself.

Compensations in Nature. 
"Who has not been struck with Na­ 
ture’s compensations? 
The rich, the 
learned, the favored have trials and 
difficulties, perplexities, cares, doubts 
and fears, which the poor, the un­ 
learned, know’ nothing about. 
The 
clerk, the mechanic and the laborer 
may finish their toil under certain 
hours and be care free, w’hile the em­ 
ployer often faces perplexing prob­ 
lems which hinder sleep and under­ 
mine health. , 
In matters of grace the same rule 
to some extent prevails. 
The rich 
have more on which 
to 
set 
their 
hearts, more to occupy their time, 
more to cultivate self-will, more op­ 
portunity for self-gratification, more 
riches for which to he responsible, 
more education by which, under pres­ 
ent conditions, errors are more likely 
to be gained than truth. 
The rich in 
influence have more to divert them 
and to cultivate their pride. 
The nat­ 
urally noble, contrasting themselves 
with their inferior neighbors, are in­ 
clined to resent the idea that they 
are sinners, and as much dependent 
upon the Lord’s grace as the hum­ 
blest and the meanest of their fel 


lows. 
No Partiality W ith God. 
W e are not to understand that God 
is partial to the poor, the mean, the 
illiterate, 
the 
ignoble. 
The Scrip­ 
tures assure us that God is impartial 
All 
other 
conditions 
being 
equal 
riches, honor, nobility of character 
w’ould make the possessors more es­ 
teemed 
in 
God’s sight. 
But other 
conditions are not equal. 
During this 
age God is choosing a special class. 
He puts faith first, then meekness, 
gentleness, patience, brotherly kind­ 
ness and love, in their order. 
Apparently the life experiences of 
the poor and ignoble are as favorable, 
or more so, than the conditions of the 
rich and talented. 
All of their expe­ 
riences tend to develop faith, while 
those of the rich tend rather to de­ 
velop 
self-reliance, 
self-assurance. 
The experiences of the poor arid igno­ 
rant 
tend 
to 
develop 
meekness, 
teachableness, w hereas 
the 
experi-1 
ences of the learned tend naturally 
toward self-conceit. 
The experiences 
of the great in dealing with subor­ 
dinates tend to beget arrogance and 
self-assurance; 
whereas if they be­ 
come disciples of Christ, those quali­ 
ties are serious handicaps and inter­ 
ferences. Thus we see why not many 
rich, 
wise, 
great 
and 
noble 
are 
amongst those upon whom the Gospel 
Message takes serious effect. 
Not 
only have the poor many advantages 
in respect to hearing and obtaining 


how unpopular His cause in the sight 
cf men— no matter 
how 
foolish it 
may cause them 
to 
appear in the 
eyes of those who are blinded by the 
Lord’s arrangements. 
This poverty and sacrifice does not 
mean the giving up of noble 
senti 
Hunts and high ideals, but it means 
the bringing of these ideals, etc., in­ 
to the Lord’s service, for the sup­ 
port and advancement 
of 
His mes­ 
sage of truth, 
for 
the blessing cf 
mankind along the lines which His 
Word indicates. 
This sacrifice or surrender does not 


mean that honor of men will be dis- 
esteemed thereafter; for it will al­ 
ways be true that “ a good name *s 
rather to 
be 
chosen 
than 
great 
riches.” It means that worldly repu­ 
tation will be held secondary to the 
x>rd, the truth, and service for tho 
word’s cause, so that whatever honor 
of men they 
may 
possess 
will 
be 
arned as wisely and as prudently aa 
possible into the channels which will 
glorify the Lord and honor His mes­ 
sage, regardless of the fact that so 
using It will gradually consume it; 
for the woild knows not the follow­ 
ers of Jesus, even as it knew’ Him 
not, and appreciates 
not 
the 
true 
honor which 
cometh 
from 
above, 
but merely the honor 
which 
is of 
men.

W orldly Wisdom Vs. Heavenly 
Wisdom. 
The Scriptures distinctly point out 
that these are tw’o kinds of wisdom, 
radically opposed to each other— the 
earthly wisdom and the heavenly wis­ 
dom . 
The wisdom of this world is 
foolishness with God. and the wisdom 
of God is foolishness with this world. 
This means that there are

"Blessed be ye poor: for yours is the 
kingdom of God,” and being inheri­

The whole matter, then. Is one of 
I wisdom. Shall we give our affairs in­ 
to the hands of the Lord, and allow 
Him to w’ork out our best interests 
for us and to give us His very hest 
blessings?

opportunity for those who wish to redr 
and 
market 
chicks 
without 
being j 
obliged to house 
them. 
Hatched 
in 
May or June, they should easily weigh ! 
two or two and one half pounds before j 
October I. 
lf especially well fed, they I 
should reach that weight still earlier. I 
This is the most 
favorable time 
to ! 
hatch and raise chickens, as the parent j 
stock has 
been 
out of 
doors 
long j 
enough to acquire splendid health and { 
rem arkable vigor. Eggs, if sensibly I 
set, should hatch almost perfectly and 
the chicks should live and thrive.

covered with waterproof paper, set in j

— Succession May Be Secured 
for the Summer. 


Any smart woman, with a bit of 
ground, near a large city, can make 
money growing bulbs for market. 
The summer flowering bulbs require 
little attention after planting. 
The canna, caladium, tuberous-root­ 
ed begonia, dahlia and gloxinia all re­ 
quire to be started in March for the 
best results. 
Many of the beautiful dark-colored 
cannas produce both fine foliage and 
flow’ers. 
In starting bulbs to be used 
for 
Hedges, use long, narrow’ boxes, allow­ 
ing for only one row’, and when ready 
to transplant, pull the boxes apart 
and slip out the bulbs without disturb­ 
ing the roots. 
Many of our bulbs can be planted in 
the open ground. 
The most brilliant and gorgeous of 
our summer-flowering bulbs are 
tho 
gladioli, and these should be planted 
out in the garden at intervals of two 
weeks from the middle of April until 
tho middle of July, thus securing a 
succession of bloom for the most of 
the summer. 
The tuberose and tigredia are both 
beautiful summer-flowering bulbs that 
can 
be 
planted where they are to 
grow. 
In baying bulbs it is true economy 
to buy the best, securing them of flor­ 
ists who have them in proper storage. 
Their flowering period may be hast­ 
ened or retarded at will, thus timed 
for special occasions or for a succes­ 
sion. 
The chief reliance for this purpose, 
either in professional or amateur cul­ 
ture, centers in the various classes of 
hyacinths and narcissus, and the list 
is being yearly extended by new vari­ 
eties. 
Bulbs should have a rich, mellow 
soil of garden loam, sand and ferti­ 
lizer. 
This soil should be prepared 
some time before, as fresh fertilizer 
causes rapid and unhealthy growth 
and often decay. 
It is important 
that 
your 
bulbs 
should be planted as soon as possible 
after they are received, as the mois­ 
ture which they contain evaporates 
rapidly, and with it goes 
much 
of 
their vitality. 
In planting the bulbs see that both 
ends of the bulbs are sound. 
If ei­ 
ther end is unsound the bulbs will 
not grow, as the plant sprouts from 
one end and the roots from the other.

Attention has of late been directed 
toward finding a substance that will 
destroy weeds quickly and leave land 
in a condition for crops. 
For many 
years common salt has been employed 
along walks and elsewhere to kill 
weeds, and can be made to do service | 
in this direction if used in sufficient 
quantities, but always leaves the soil 
for some time unsuited to the growth 
of plants of any sort. I have tried it in 
excessive quantities for broom rape of 
hemp and tobacco, and found it would J 
keep the pest from growing one year, , 
but also prevented 
the growth 
of 
hemp. 
The next year hemp grew well i 
enough, but the seeds of the parasite 
left in the ground had apparently not 
jeen affected by the salt, and prbduced 
as many broom-rap plants as before. !

The great practical difficulty in de- j 


stro.ving 
weeua quickly over 
huge 
areas comes from the fact that cul­ 
tivated plants are like weeds in their 
susceptibility to injury, only are less 
hardy and as a result are in general 
more likely to be severely injured by 
herbicides than are the weeds. 
For 
a long time to come, in all probability, 
it will be necessary to adhere largely 
to the old-fashioned methods of keep 
ing the weeds in subjection—namely, 
careful 
cultivation, 
rotation, 
and 
watchfulness and the prompt recogni­ 
tion and destruction of troublesome 
w eeds w hen they appear. 
Iron sulfate has recently been tested 
by us on a large number of common 
weeds, with varying results. 
It has 
but little, effect on some and attacks 
otners promptly. 
The 
grases 
and 
grains are largely exempt from injury, 
and this has enabled experimenters in 
northern oat fields to do good work 
with it in destroying wild mustard. 
In meadows and pastures we are 
sometimes troubled with white-top and 
with sour dock. 
Both weeds are at­ 
tacked by a 20 per cent solution of 
iron sulfate, and with a couple of 
sprayings with a compressed-air spray­ 
er. 
It is possible to kill most of the 
white-top and to prevent the sour dock 
from producing seeds, at least until 
after the bluegrass seeds, timothy 
seeds and hay are harvested. 
This 
m atter is a special importance be­ 
cause of the frequency with which 
sour dock seeds occur among timothy 
and other seeds. 
With the use ot iron 
sulfate it should he possible to keep 
the weeds suppressed so that their 
seeds will not appear in the seed crop 
of the grass. 
The solution may bo prepared by 
dissolving a IOO pound sack of iron 
sulfate in a barrel (5t) gallons) of wa­ 
ter. 
This gives somewhat more than 
20 per cent, but is near enough for
